Small a* the republic 
it—fcr its preatejt estimated area 
does cot exceed 1SO.OOO square mile* 
and many authorities place it much 
less—it will appear in the froct rack 
if the time shall ever come when the 
republics of the world shall stand in 
their order, acc-ordicg to the severity 
of their fttrogrgle* for liberty. 


There are some feature* incident to 


the founding of Liberia acd tbe col- 
ony** rise to an independent state that 
eclipse tbo*e which attach to the illus- 
trioa* name* of our own forbears, for 
while oar Pilgrim Father* sought a 
place whereon to erect free church 
»plres, the Liberian coTonijts tou^ht 
a t potupon the faeeof the jrlobe wa«re 
the elankicjr of fetter* thould cot be 
heard.
